Bill After Passing Will Be Sub- 
mitted to the Privy 
Council. 



Winnipeg, June 5: — When questioned 
on the subject to-day, Premier MncMon- 
ald said that the prohibition bill would 
pass its third reading this session, but 
would be at once submitted to the Privy, 
Council for u decision, and if that body 
ruled that the act wits unconstitutional, 
it would be repealed at the next session 
of the parliament, which will be held in 
January or early in February next.

THINNING THE HANKS. 

More Canadian Reported 111, Wounded 
cr Dead. 

Ottawa, June 5.— Lord Minto has re- 
ceived the following cables from Sir Al- 
fred Milner: 

"Capetown, June 2. — I regret to report 
that Private C. H. Boolt, Royal Cana- 
dian Regiment, died of enteric fever at 
Nnauwpoort, on June 1. 

"I regret to report Private J. W. Gray, 
2nd Canadian Mounted Infantry, severe- 
ly wounded near Johannesburg, on Mny 
2S: Corporal It. A. Stevens, dangerously 
wounded, and 85, Private L. Dore, 
slightly wounded, both of Canadian 
Mounted Infantry, at Koonpoort, on May 

Captain^ E. ,T. Harrison, Canadian 
Mounted Infantrv, dangerously ill -with 
ent«ric fever at Wyuberj." 



London, June 5.— (Midnight)— The foi 
lowing is the text of a despatch from 
Lord Roberts, announcing disaster to the 
13th Battalion of Imperial Yeomanry: 

"Pretoria Station, June 5.— (12:05 p.m.) 
—1 regret to report that the 13th Imperial 
Yeomanry had to surrender to a very 
superior forco of the enemy on May 31, 
near Liudley. On receiving, confirmation 
of the battalion being attacked, I order- 
ed Mcthune to proceed with all speed to 
its assistance. 

"Methane was then on the march from 
Heilbron to Kroonstad, and half an hour 
after the receipt of my telegram, on June 
1, he started off. By 10 u.m. of the fol- 
lowing day he had marched -1-1 miles in 
25 hours, but he was too lute to rescue 
Col. Spragge's Yeomanry. 

"Methune attacked the Boers, who 
were between 2,000 and 3,000 strong, 
aud after a running fight of five hours, 
completely routed the enemy. 

"It is u very regrettable circumstance, 
but I trust it will not be very long be- 
fore the Yeomanry is released from cap- 
tivity." 

London. June 5. — England hns been 
celebrating to-night the full of Pretoria 
very much as she did the relief of Mafe- 
ing. All during the evening processions 
marched along the Strand, Piccadilly 
and other leading thoroughfares. In 
fact, so great was the crush that the 
easiest method of locomotion was to join 
one of the processions, for whose 
choruses and waving flags all traffic was 
stopped. 

At the music halls and theatres last 
evening the mention of Lord Roberts at 
Pretoria brought every audience to itB 
feet in a second, and it was almost im- 
possible for the performers to hold the 
interest of those in front of them. 
Every building possessing an illuminat- 
ing device used it for all it was worth, 
until the metropolis was ablaze with 
light. The clubs on Pall Mall were lit 
up with huge torches, and the staid old 
street of murky buildings was scarcely 
recognized. Around Marlborough House 
and the war office the crowds continued 
thick. 

The Prince of Wales came to town 
yesterday afternoon and went to the 
opera in the evening. His drive to and 
from the performance was marked by a 
tremendous welcome. 

The news was wired to the Queen at 
Balmoral immediately on its receipt, and 
the Union Jack was hoisted on the 
royal residence. Throughout the coun- 
try illuminations occurred on a large 
scale. Effigies of Kruger were burned, 
and innumerable telegrams of congratu- 
lation were sent to the Field Marshal 
who had made England so happy. 

London, Juno 6.— (4:30 a.m. —Queen 
Victoria, surrounded by the Duke of 
York, the Duchess of York, Princess 
Christian, Princess Victoria and many 
notables of her court, drank to the health 
of Lord Roberts and the army at Balmor- 
al last evening. A great bonfire, lighted 
at Her Majesty's comm." id, blazed on 
Craiggowan Mountain, illuminating the 
whole country for miles around. The na- 
tion joins in the toast, glorifying Lord 
Roberts and turbulently rejoicing in his 
victory. 

The despatches of Lord Roberts, telling 
of the incidents before the surrendering 
of the capital by three civilians, stand 
alone, as the correspondents with him 
have not yet had their turn with the 
wires. 

Lord Roberts' postscript, announcing 
the loss of the Yeomanry battalion, came 
to late for the public to know it last even- 
ing. Newspaper commentators say the 
incident is deplorable, but as having no 
weight to speak of in the results. The 
battalion numbered between 40 Onnd 500. 

General Botlia and most of bis men 
got away from Pretoria. This is inferred 
from Lord Roberts' messages, but the 
presumption is that the Boer Comman- 
dant-General cannot escape the British 
positions without a fight. 

Operations elsewhere seem to have 
dwindled to nothing. 

General Bnden-Powel] joined General 
Hunter on Sunday at Lichtenburg. Sir 
Reavers Buller has not moved. 

Mr. Bennett Burleigh, wiring front Jo- 
hannesburg, says: "President Kruger 
took £27.000,000 to Middloburg. 

Mr. Burleigh and Mr. Scull, an Ameri- 
can, entered Johannesburg the night be- 
fore Lord Itoberts occupied the city and 
made a tour of it, unmolested by the 
armed burghers. 



MOORS MASSING. 

Getting Ready to Attack the French Ad- 
vance Posts. 

London, June 5. — Special despatches re- 
ceived this evening from Algiers por- 
tray a serious situation. Thousands of 
Moors are mussing at Figuig and in tho 
neighborhood, preparing for a determined 
attack upon the .advance posts of the 
French. The French column have joined 
hands at Zoubia, but the men suffer ter- 
ribly 'from beat and thirst, and hundreds 
of camels died. The French are prepar- 
ing entrenchments and are confident of 
their ability to repel an attack, and oven 
to take 'the offensive against Figuig, if 
necessary. "

Boxers Approaching lien Tsin 
From All Sides and City 
in Arms. 



The Powers Are Appointing a 
Single Command For 
Their Forces. 



London, June 5.— The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail, telegraph- 
ing yesterday, says: "The Boxers are 
within three miles of Tien Tsin. In addi- 
tion to tlie marines, the defensive force 
includes volunteers under the command 
of Major Higgs, late of the Kith Lan- 
cers. The town is practically under 
arms." 

The Daily Express has a despatch 
from Shanghai, dated Tuesday, which 
says: "Russian troops have been or- 
dered from Port Arthur to the neighbor- 
hood of Pekin to punish the Boxers for 
killing two Cossacks and wounding two." 

London, June (!.— A despatch to the 
Daily Mail from Tien Tsin, dated June 4, 
says: " The situation is very serious. 
The Boxers are approaching Tien Tsin 
on all sides." 

London, June 0. — The Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Daily Chronicle says: 
" In official circles litre it is believed that 
the situation in China has grown worse. 
The powers are now exchanging de- 
spatches regarding the appointment of a 
single commander for the United Euro- 
pean and United States squadrons." 

Berlin, June 5.— The latest news re- 
garding the Boxers has reached here by 
both private and official telegrams, all 
of which think the situation black and 
alarming. The German foreign office 
considers an encounter between the 
Boxers and Russians an event probably 
fraught with the greatest danger. News 
has also reached here that several Ger- 
man and Catholic missions lit Shantun 
have been pillaged by mobs, supposed to 
have been incited by the Boxers' agita- 
tion.

Westminster, June 5.— (Special)— J. E. 
Gaynor, Supreme court registrar, dropped 
dead on Carnarvon street, near his resi- 
dence at (> o'clock this evening. He 
was walking home with Dr. Walker, 
and suddenly felt faint. He sat on the 
sidewalk, and when asked if he felt bet- 
ter, said: "No, everything is going black 
before me." Dr. Walker told him to lie 
down, and Mr. Gaynor did so. expiring a 
few moments afterwards. He had been 
unwell for some time with heart trouble. 
He leaves a wife and three children. He 
is a nephew of Dr. Fagan, provincial 
medical health officer.

Boer Envoys Not Surprised at Surren- 
der of Pretoria. 

Chicago, June 5. — The Boer envoys ar- 
rived bore this morning, but the welcom- 
ing words of t'ne reception committee 
were half lost in the shouts of the nows- 
boys crying, "All about Pretoria surren- 
dered." Mr. Fischer, one of the envoys, 
said: "The news does nol come as a sur- 
prise. The fight will continue."

London, June 5.—(ll:07 p. m.)— The 
war office has received the following 
from Lord Itoberts: 

" Pretoria, June 5.— (12:55 p. m.)— Just 
before dark yesterday the enemy were 
beaten back from nearly all the positions 
they had been holding, and Ian Hamil- 
ton's mounted infantry followed them to 
within 2,000 yards of Pretoria, through 
which they retreated hastily. Do Lisle 
then sent an officer with a flag of truce 
into the town, demanding its surrender 
in my name. Shortly before midnight L 
was awakened by two officials of the 
South African Republic — Sanberg, mili- 
tary secretary to Commandant Botha, 
and a general olllcer of the Boer army— 
who brought me a letter from Botha, 
proposing an armistice for tho purpose 
of settling the terms of the surrender. 
1 replied that I would gladly meet the 
Commandant-General the next morning, 
but that I was not prepared to discuss 
any terms, as the surrender of the town 
must be unconditional. 1 asked a reply 
by daybreak, as I had ordered the troops 
to march on tho town as soon as it was 
light. lu his reply Botha told me that 
he had decided not to defend Pretoria, 
and that he trusted that the women, 
children and property would be protect- 
ed. 

"At 1 a. m. to-day, while on the line 
of march. I was met by three of the 
principal officials with a Uag of truce, 
stating their wisli to surrender the town, 
it was arranged that Pretoria should be 
taken possession of by Her Majesty's 
troops at 2 o'clock this afternoon. Mrs. 
Botha and Mrs] Kruger are both in Pre- 
toria. 

" Some few of tin- British prisoners 
have been taken, but the majority are 
still in Waterval. Over 100 of the 
ollicers are in Pretoria. The few I have 
seen are looking well." 



ACCEPTING THE SURRENDER. 

Scenes in Johannesburg When Roberts 
Made His State Entry. 

Johannesburg, June 5.— (Filed Friday, 
June 1 1. --The entry of an armed force 
yesterday into this town afforded such 
a strange contrast to the previous inci- 
dents of the war as to make the occasion 
peculiarly memorable. Soon after 10 
o'clock (ion. Roberts and his staff left 
the camp, followed by the Guards and 
Stevenson's brigades and a few news- 
paper correspondents. 

Preparations hud been made on a large 
scale to welcome the Field Marshal. 
The space around the court house was 
thronged, and the balconies were filled 
with ladies. In front of the court house 
the "Vierkleur" Free State flag still 
floated. 

At about 2 o'clock cheers in the dis- 
tance heralded the approach of Lord 
Roberts. Tlie din increased and became 
deafening as the Commander-in-Chief 
led the column into the square in front of 
the court house; After his Introduction 
to the chief officials. Lord Roberts dis- 
mounted, entered the court house and 
made a short speech, accepting the sur- 
render of the place and requesting the 
officials to retain their offices for the 
present. Gen. Roberts afterwards left 
the building, re-mounted, and the 
"Vierkleur" was hauled down, amidst 
hurrahs from the nondescript population. 

After a brief interval tho rattle of 
drums and piping of fifes heralded the 
approach of Gen. Pole-Carow and the 
Guards. The troops were drnwn up 
around the flagstaff and the Union Jack 
was hoisted by Lady Roberts, the fifes 
playing " God Save the Queen." The

Official Report of Driving the 

Boers From Six Miles 
V Spruit. 



London, Juno 5. — 1. 12:47 p.m.) — The 
war office, has issued the following de- 
spatch from Lord Roberts: "Pretoria, 
J tine 5. — (11:40) — We are now iu posses- 
sion of Pretoria. The official entry will 
bo made this afternoon at 2 o'clock." 

London, June 5.— It was announced ver- 
bally at the war office this afternoon 
that Lord Roberts entered Pretoria at 
2 o'clock, South African time. 

London, .Tune 5. — The war office has 
issued the following despatch from Lord 
Roberts: 

'•Six Miles Spruit, June 5.— (8:30 p. 
m. — We started this morning nt day- 
break and marched about ten miles to 
Six Miles Spruit, both 'hanks of which 
■were occupied by the enemy. 

Henry's and Ross' mounted infantry, 
with the West Somerset, Dorset, Bedford 
and Sussex companies of Yeomanry 
quickly dislodged them from the south 
bank and pursued them nearly n mile, 
when they found themselves under n 
heavy fire from puns which the Roers 
bad placed in a well constructed com- 
manding position. 

"Our heavy guns of the Naval and 
Royal Artillery, which had been placed 
in the front j>art of the column, were in 
the front part of the column, were hur- 
ried to the assistance of the mounted in- 
fantry afi fast acs possible that mules 
could travel over the great rolling hills 
surrounding Pretoria. The guns were 
supported by Stevenson's brigade of Pole- 
i'urew's division, and after a few rounds 
drove the enemy from their positions. 

"The Roers then attempted to turn 
our left Hank, in which they 'were foiled 
by the 'Mounted Infantry and Yeomanry, 
supported by the Maxim brigade of Tuck- 
er's division. Ac. however, they still 
kept prcMsing our left rear, I sent word 
to Inn Hamilton, who was advancing 
three miles to our left, to incline towards 
lis and till up the gap between the two 
columns. This finally checked the en- 
emy, who were driven hack towards Pre- 
toria. 

"1 hoped we would have been able to 
follow them up. but the days now are 
Tory short in this part of the world, and 
after two hours' marching and lighting 
we had to bivouac on the ground gained 
during the day. 

"The Guards brigade it< quite near the 
southernmost fort by which Pretoria is 
defended, and less than four mill's from 
the town. 

"French, with the third and fourth 
cavalry brigades, and Hutton's New 
South Wales Mounted Rilles, is 
Pretoria. Rroadwood's brigade is be- 
tween French's ami Hamilton's columns, 
and Gordon m watching the right flank 
of the main force, not far from the rail- 
way bridge at Irene station, which was 
destroyed by the enemy. 

"Our casualties, I hope, are very few."

music ceased, a great roar of cheers 
broke out, followed by a chorus of "God 
Save the Queen." 

During the singing of the national 
anthem, a tall Free State artillerist, who 
was listening to the ceremony, refused to 
lift his hat. Bystanders tried to forco 
him to do so, when a British Guardsman 
carefully interposed, saying: " Leave 
him alone. He fought for his flag. 
You are too cowardly to tight for any 
flar." 

A march past, subsequent to the 
march through town, closed the cere- 
mony. Lord Roberts' headquarters was 
at a small inn in an orange grove. There 
was a characteristic scene there at the 
close of his victorious day.

leetcd by gunboats along the wharf of tin 
Pel Ho river. 

The Times goes on to say: "The Chinese 
troops who are supposed to be putting dowi 
the rebellion, have been placed under tin 
orders of a general, whose soldiers hav< 
north of 1>oen for mt >nths past n standing menace 
to the safety of the foreigners hi the pro- 
vince of Pe-Ohi-Lt. This merely ndds a 
touch of Impudence to the sinister faroo 
which Is being played under the eyes of 
Western diplomacy In the Chinese capital. 
Pekln Itself Is thought to be safe, and 
though no doubt In any case the foreign 
detachments which have been sent up to 
guard the legations, may be trusted to give 
a good account of themselves, the safety of 
the city may presumably be attributed In 
an equal measure to the regard of the Em- 
press Tzsu Hszl for her own personal con- 
venience." 

The Dally Chronicle suggests deposing the 
Empress Dowager, tin; rc-elfval.)"ii of Em- 
peror Tsal Kuang Su, If still alive, under 
European adviser. 

The Morning Post considers the situation 
alarming, and the problem an urgent one 
for Great Britain. 

The Dally Telegraph regards affairs In 
China as "Serious In the extreme." 

The Pekln correspondent of the Times, 
telegraphing Tuesday, says: "The murder 
of Mr. Norman was undoubtedly due to the 
complicity of the Chinese government In the 
disturbances caused by the Boxers; a secret 
edict Issued two days ago forbid the soldier?

The bolting troops were 
badly cut up In the adjacent broken coun- 
try. It Is stated that CO were killed or 
wounded. Some of their bodies were re- 
euvered frightfully mutilated. 



NO INTERFERENCE. 

Germany Will Not Meddle With the 
British Lion. 

Berlin. June 5.— The Nord Deutsche 
Allegemeiue Zeitung prints an inspired 
statement regarding the results of the 
investigation of the German foreign 
Office into the cases of reported insult to 
the German Hug at East London, Port 
Elizabeth and Bendigo. The descrip- 
tions of these incidents, says the article, 
" have been greatly exaggerated in the 
German press, and the apology of the 
British office has made a favorable im- 
pression. This article will call out ex- 
pressions of satisfaction from the press 
generally. The German papers havo 
been discussing the fact that no power 
has hitherto taken steps to prevent 
Great Britain taking the Boer republics, 
or at least to present joint remonstra- 
tions. The jingoes have counselled Ger- 
many to join iu such a movement. Sev- 
eral months ago Russia and France, 
through their ambassadors in Berlin, 
approached Germany with a view of 
taking action of some sort in reference 
to probable annexation, but owing to 
Emperor William's (bit refusal to co- 
operate, the movement miscarried. To- 
day a high oQicial of the foreign office 
stiiil to a correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press that in uo case would Ger- 
many become a party to an attempt to 
prevent Great Britain from reaping the 
fruits of her victories. The news of the 
British occupation of Pretoria appears 
in the evening papers, but in nlmos't, 
every case without comment.

— The news of the 
capture of Pretoria was received here 
very quietly. At night there was a gen- 
eral illumination. The citizens are hold- 
ing off for a big demonstration when 
Belleville's contingent returns. 

St. John, N.B., June 5.— St. John went 
wild with enthusiasm when the iu>ws of 
the occupation of Pretoria was received. 
In less than half an hour the public 
and private buildings were covered with 
bunting and the whole city looked like a 
fairy scene. To-night there was a grand 
procession. 

Hamilton, June 5.— When the official 
news of the surrender of Pretoria was 
received the mayor proclaimed a half- 
holiday. 

Toronto, Juno 5. — Toronto spent itself 
in last week's extraordinary outburst, 
and there was little outward manifesta- 
tion when the announcement of the oc- 
cupation of Pretoria was made. It was 
expected since Thursday last. Toronto 
and most places in Ontario really cele- 
brated the event on Thursday. De- 
spatches, however, show there was great 
rejoicing through the province and dem- 
onstrations in many places. 

Montreal, June 0. — The capture of Pre- 
toria was celebrated this evening by 11 
parade of the local militia brigade, the 
Montreal Amateur Athletic Association 
and other bodies. The streets were lined 
with spectators, while at all points along 
the line there were displays of fireworks. 
The city has been celobrating all day 
and will keep it up to-morrow, a civil 
holiday having been proclaimed by the 
mayor. The display of bunting is more 
general than ever before in the city's his- 
tory.

She Brings Quite Number of 
Notable Travelers From 
the Orient. 



No Chinese Are Cominn. From 
San Francisco— Adeliode 
Wrecked. 



With tbf arrival of the It. M. S. Em- 
press of Jai>au at the quarantine station 
yesterday afternoon, Dr. A. T. Watt, the 
quarantine superintendent, inaugurated a 
•6iv procedure to further safeguard the 
province from ■contagious discuses,. The 
Doctor now inspects the liner while she 
is yet in the stream and does not allow 
her to come to the wharf until the Chi- 
nese, and other passengers have been 
looked over and he is satisfied that she 
is free from disease. 

When the Doctor went up the sides of 
the steamer to inspect her yesterday, he 
found the community of the lloating town 
celebrating that event recently celebrat- 
ed here, the occupation of Pretoria. Capt. 
Babbiugton, the pilot, had given them 
the news on picking up the steamer in 
the Straits to hring her in. The news 
spread quickly, and there was a general 
shouting and patriotic celebration — for 
the majority of her passengers were 
British. 

The Empress had a large number of 
saloon passenger*, 130 in all, including 
a number of notables. There was Ad- 
miral Sir. E. li. FVemantle, commander- 
in-chief of the British forces at Devon- 
port, who has been touring the Orient; 
Lord Dormer, an aged representative of 
the British aristocracy, returning from 
the East; Count von Leyden, J. W. Le- 
ver, of Sunlight Soap fame; Mrs. Prltch- 
ard Morgan and daughter, who were fol- 
lowing to England the British parliamen- 
tarian and Korean mine owner, an inter- 
view with whom appeared in the Colonist 
three weeks ago; Kobt. Inglia, of Jardine 
Matheson; Mr. and Mrn. Dallas, two his- 
trionic stars who have 'been playing "The 
Sign of the Cross" in the Orient; Miss 
Fawcett, -who has the distinction of be- 
ing the only lady who has won the honor 
of Senior Wrangler at Cambridge; Capt. 
It. Cain, who has been in command of u 
river steamer on the great Yangtse-Ki- 
ang river, and Lady and Miss Ilannen, 
wife and daughter of the late Sir Thomas 
Hanuen, chief justice in China. He, 
Lady Hannen and their daughter had ar- 
ranged to go to England, hut before they 
life Shanghai, death came to the head of 
the British judiciary in China. He was 
given an impressive military furenal at 
Shanghai. 

There were four intermediates, 273 
Chinese and one Japanese passenger. The 
freight amounted to 2,100 tons measure- 
ment. It "was a valuable cargo, including 
big silk, opium and sugar shipments. 

Among the atoms of news brought by 
the Empress, probably the chief in im- 
portance were that of the continuance of 
the rumors of war between Japan and 
Russia, and of the Boxer trouble, late 
particulars of which, however, have since 
been received by cable. According to 
news by the Empress the greater major- 
ity of the people of Japan expect a war 
with Russia in the fall of the year, ninny 
connecting the approaching mobilization 
of the Japanese army with other wur 
prepa rations. 

While congratulating Great Britain on 
the successes her arms are now achiev- 
ing in South Africa, and on the ability 
displayed by her diplomatists in "holding 
off" the world, the Yomiuri Shimbun 
thinks that the latter result has been 
materially assisted, so far as the Orient 
is concerned, by Japan's attitude. It 
does not attempt to p!aee England under 
an obligation to the Japanese empire, 
but it ventures to express a hope that 
the facts will be appreciated, and that 
they will have the effect of drawing Eng- 
land and Japan closor together. The Yo- 
miuri's belief is that every relaxation of 
vigilance on the part of Great Britain in 
the Ear East creates an opportunity for 
Russia. 

A deputation consisting of fifteen per- 
sons is being sent from Japan to Siam 
to bring- north the reputed bones of 
Buddha. 



NO CHINESE CAR1UED. 

Pacific Coast Q.S. Co. Will Not Carry 
Chinese From San Francisco — 
Those Coming nere Are 
From Oriental Liners. 

Steamer Queen, which arrived at the 
outer wharf yesterday morning, on a 
special trip, bringing a number of pas- 
sengers and much freight from San Fran- 
cisco, brought 51 Chinese, who reached 
the Golden Gate by the last arrived Ori- 
ental liner. The Chinese did not go Into 
San Francisco, merely passing through 
the Angel Island quarantine station and 
thence on to the Queen. The bubonic 
plague scare Htorles published here, in 
which were included letters from W. L. 
Fagan, provincial health officer, told of 
orders to quarantine all Chinese who 
come from San Francisco here for four- 
teen days. No Chinese have been car- 
ried from San Francisco for nearly three 
months, nor will they be carried, for 
long since, as announced at the time, or- 
ders were issued by the Pacific Coast 
Company forbidding the carrying of Ori- 
entals. Dr. Watt, the quarantine officer, 
states no Chinese have come up from 
San Francisco for a long time, perhaps 
three months. Should they come they 
will of course be quarantined, as ordered, 
for two weeks. It was the Queen that 
passed Oarnmnah on Monday night, not 
the Empress, as reported by the oper- 
ator. The Empress did not pass until 
Tetsterday morning. 

THE ADELIADE WRECKED. 

Empress Brings News That a German 
Sailing A'essol Has Been Lost off 
the Japan Coast. 

News wns brought by the Empress of 
Japan of the wreck of another sailing 
vessel off the Japanese coast. The Ger- 
man ship Adeliado, 1,281 tons, Capt. 
Muller, from Barry for Yokohama, went 
ashore on May 2:>, at .Togashima, Saga- 
mi. No details of the wreck had reached 
Yokohama when the Empress sailed. 

A HIGH RATE. 

The Nymphe Chartered to Load Lumber 
at a Rate Which Is the Highest 
Paid in Ten Years. 

The German ship Nymphe has been 
chartered to load lumber at some British 
Columbia or Piiget Sound ports— the 
loading point has not yet been decided— 
for the United Kingdom, at the rate of 
8Ss. and 9d.

THE GLENALVON SOLD. 

Several Well Known BrltWli Sailing Ves- 
sels Change Hands— The Gleii- 
alvon Goes to Germans. 

Yesterday the fact that the British 
ship City of Delhi had been sold to Ge 
muns was announced, and now conies 
news that- the British ship Glenalvon, 
which sailed from Chemainus a short 
time ago with a cargo of lumber fur Lon- 
don, has been sold to a German firm. 
The price realized was £10,500. Among 
other shipping transfers, which many 
British Columbia marine men will be In- 
terested to know, as the majority of the 
vessels are known to them, are the sale 
of the Glenbreck to A. W. Weir & Co., 
of Glasgow, for £15,000. The Evershnm 
Abbey, built in 1870 at Liverpool, has 
been bought by Germans for £0,800. Nor- 
wegians have bought the iron bark Oak- 
lands for £:i,S."iO. The Brenda has been 
purchased by a German firm fur £5,500. 
The small Doxford, an old-tinier on the 
Coast, has also been sold. One 64th 
share of Foylednle, now en route here, 
has been sold for £115.

The Home Steamer Returns From Skag- 
way— Few Passengers. 

Steamer Princess Louise returned from 
Skagwav last night, via Ketchikan, Pert 
Simpson'. Bella Bella and Lowe Inlet. 
She left Skagway on the same day as did 
the Cottage City, and therefore brings 
no later news tlian that brought by the 
Cottage Citv and published in another 
column. She brought three passengers 
and a little freight, including several 
hales of furs.

Steamer collier Aztec, formerly a Paci- 
fic mail boat, now replacing the Mineoln 
in the coal trade, and the collier Bristol 
passed tip to their loading points yester- 
day afternoon. 

The safe arrival of the Henry Clement 
at Kinochou from Hamburg, after n 
passage of 300 days, arises interest in the 
Annie Thomas, out S20 days from Car- 
diff for Acupulco. Many think, in com- 
paring the voyages, there, is still a chance 
for her. 

As the Sun Francisco steatnern do not 
carry any Asiatic passengers from the 
Bay' City, the regulation requiring all 
Chinese passengers from that city to 
spend fourteen days in quarantine will 
not apply to those steamer*. For sev- 
eral months the San Francisco liners 
have only been bringing Asiatic passen- 
gers taken from the Oriental liners ami 
who have not landed at San Francisco. 
Hereafter even this will be discontinued. 

Steamer Bertha, of the A. C. Co., 
struck a reef in Graham beach while on 
her way from Kodiak to the Sound. A 
broken bilge keel was the main injury.

TAXING GOAL. 

At u meeting lield at Nortklield, the 
government candidate, Mr. Mclnnes, in 
answer tr> the argument that the govern- 
ment ownership of railways would in- 
crease the taxes of the fanners, asked 
why the money to pay for the railways 
could not be got by taxing coal. There 
lire some people to whom such a proposi- 
tion will appear very reasonable, and it 
is worth while to consider it for ti little 
while, for experience shows that one 
may not safely take it for grunted that 
the public will see the fallacy of an 
erroneous proposition unless it is dis- 
tinctly pointed out to them. When it is 
proposed to tax coal, only the output of 
the two companies on Vancouver Island 
can be meant, for all other coal is sub- 
ject to a royalty of five ceuts per ton. 
That raised by the New Vancouver Coal 
Company is free from royalty, because 
the laud was granted to the company 
before the royalty was imposed, and so 
also is the coal raised on the E. & N. 
company's lauds. This coal is, there- 
fore, free from taxation as such, 
although the land iu which the coal is 
contained becomes taxable under certain 
conditions. What is meant by those 
ivho claim that this tax should be im- 
posed is not that a tax should be levied 
upon the probable value of the mine, 
but upon the output. 

We shall not enter into a discussion of 
the legal right of the legislature to im- 
pose a tax upon coal in contravention of 
the contract under which the companies 
named received their grants. By con- 
tract we mean the terms of the grant, 
for when the crown grants land to any 
oue, it enters into a contract with the 
grantee, namely, that the latter shall 
have what is purported to be given him, 
ami this would not he the case if, after 
granting land to a man free of any 
royalty upon the coal contained In it. 
although expressly conveying the coal to 
him, the legislature should seek to im- 
pose a tax upon the coal after having 
given it free. We say that we shall not 
enter into an argument upon this point, 
but puss on to the business aspect of the 
case, for this is what will come most 
closely home to the people generally. 
There is mined in British Columbia now 
about a million tons of coal every year. 
For the purposes of argument we will 
assume that the product of the two Van- 
couver Island companies is a million tons 
a year. If u royalty of live cents a ton 
were imposed upon this, the revenue 
realized would he $50,000 a year, or 
sufficient to pay the interest and sinking 
fund upon ?1, 250.000, or less than one- 
tenth of the cost of Mr. Martin's pro- 
posed railway from the Coast to Koot- 
ouay. To meet the interest and sinking 
fund upon the cost of that railway alone, 
a royalty of 50 cents per ton would have 
to be imposed upon the coal output of 
the two companies in question. Such a 
royally would doubtless close the mines 
and not only throw out of employment 
the thousands of people engaged in min- 
ing or in connection therewith, but would 
crush out of existence Nauaituo and the 
other coal mine towns, and strike such a 
blow at tin; business of Vancouver 
Island as could not be recovered from 
iu three generations. But doubtless the 
advocates of this sort of taxation will 
say that they do not propose to levy the 
whole amount upon the coal. Let us 
then suppose that only a small part of it 
is so levied, who will pay it? The com- 
panies owning the mines? Well, not 
exactly. And this brings us to the dis- 
cussion of a great fallacy in the dema- 
gogic arguments of the class mentioned. 

There is u home market and a foreign 
market for the coal produced on Van- 
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couver Island. The home market Is 
practically a monopoly to the two com- 
panies, that is, no one can hope to come 
in and undersell them. They can fix 
the price. In point of fact, they do fix 
the price, and for years to come they are 
not likely to have nfcy serious competi- 
tion. The foreign market is not a 
monopoly. There the companies have 
to compete with coal produced every- 
where, and in San Francisco, the prin- 
cipal foreign market, they have to com- 
pete against coal protected by duty. 
Impose a new charge upon the coal pro- 
duced by the Vancouver Islaud com- 
panies, and they would at once take 
steps to get it out of their customers. 
That is business, and no one would un- 
dertake to say that it was an improper 
thing to do. It is the same in every 
other line of business. The producer 
endeavors to get all the charges on his 
pruduct out of the consumer, and we 
suppose coal mine owners are built upon 
much the same lines as the rest of man- 
kind. Could they impose this extra 
charge, necessitated by the tax to meet 
a railway loan, upon foreign con- 
sumers'; Every one will have to admit 
that they could not. because they could 
not raise the price in the foreign market, 
owing ti, competition. They would have 
to culled the increased eoH from the 
home consumers, which would be a 
comparatively easy matter, because, as 
we have shown, they can fix the price 
in the home market. Therefore the 
people who would pay this tax upon coal 
would he the local consumers of coal, the 
steamboat owners, the owners of fac- 
tories, every person w ho buys a ton of 
coal for family use. This is where the 
incidence of tin- taxation would fall, un- 
less indeed the coal mine owners should 
decide not to increase the price of coal 
to the consumer, but to reduce the 
wages of those engaged ut the mines. 
If the local market would not stand the 
increase, that is. the burden of the whole 
royalty, including that upon exported 
coal, the miners and others employed in 
getting out and handling the coal would 
have to pay it. That is not a question 
of what one man would like to do. It is 
a simple business proposition. Mr. 
Robins or Mr. Dunsiuuir might person- 
ally bi> averse to reducing wages iu 
order to meet added taxation, but they 
would he unable to avoid it. They are 
not the sole owners of the properties 
which they represent, and we may ho 
very sure that they would both find 
themselves compelled to apply to the 
mines under their control the same busi- 
ness principles that prevail everywhere 
else in the world. Therefore ii a sutll- 
cient tax wore imposed on the output of 
the Island mines to have any appreciable 
effect upon the enormous tnxation en- 
tailed by the government railway policy, 
the effect: would be extremely serious 
upon local consumers of coal, and prob- 
ably also upon the wage-earners em- 
ployed in connection with the mines. 
The demagogues who plead for such 
taxation in order to make good their 
chimerical scheme of government owner- 
ship of railways are simply misleading 
the people. 



ONIC EFFECT OF THE WAR. 

One lesson of the war iu South Africa 
is dint the much-talked-of invasion of 
India by Russia will be indefinitely post- 
poned. The defence of the Tugela by 
the Hoer forces has demonstrated that it 
is next to impossible to force a strong 
position defended by an army with iarge 
resources. If the Boers hail been just 
a little stronger, Bullet- might still he 
south of the Tugela, and Ladysmith 
might have been compelled to succumb 
to starvation. In view of these unques- 
tionable considerations it is evident 
enough that the northwest frontier of 
India could be easily held by the Indian 
army against, any force which Russia 
could hurl against it. This is a Very 
important matter. As long as there was 
the least reason to suppose the Empire 
id be vulnerable on the northwestern 
frontier of India, our foreign policy had 
to be shaped accordingly, but this 
menace has been removed, and, oddly 
enough, not by what our forces have 
done, but by what they failed to do elsu- 
where. What Buller did not accom- 
plish simply could not have been done. 
The remarkable advance of Roberts 
through the Free State and into the 
'lransvaal was due to the fact that he 
had room in which to execute flanking 
movements, which Buller had not in 
Natal. Now, on the Indian frontier 
Hanking movements would be out of the 
question. Our forces would hold posi- 
tions that could not be turned, and 
hence an enemy from lb

is safe from invasion, and a bugbear of 
many years has been disposed of. 

The superiority of the defence was al 
ready well known, hut it has been vastly 
increased by modern weapons. The 
heroic resistance of Plevna, a town 
poorly adapted to defence purposes, was 
the first g:eat lesson in modern times 
that a defending force could withstand 
an immensely superior attacking army. 
Plevna would probably never have been 
taken if the garrison could have been 
supplied with food and ammunition. 
Means of defence have been greatly im- 
proved since the last Russo-Turkish war, 
and the advantage is on the side of the 
defenders even more than it was at that 
time. In the case of our fron tier p osts 
in India there would be no danger of 
their supplies being cut off. They would 
have behind them the whole of India to 
draw upon for men and munitions of 
war. and behind India the open ocean, 
on which we will be supreme for many 
a long day. Hence on this important 
frontier the conditions for defence would 
he the most favorable possible, while 
those against which the attacking force 
would have to contend would be difficult. 
Hence we feel very certain that India 
is safe, ami that its safety has been 
established on the banks of the Tugela. 

BRYAN'S CHANCES. 

Very ureal confidence seems to he Volt 
by the supporters of Bryan iu the com- 
ing contest for the presidency of the 
United Stales. At our time it was 
thought that he would not receive any- 
thing like the solid assistance of the 
New York Democrats, hut there has 
lately been a great change in this respect, 
and there seems to be a chance that the 
great vote of New York in the electoral 
college will he cast for Bryan, whose 
nomination by the Democratic Conven- 
tion seems to be taken for granted by 
every one. If Bryan can carry New 
York, his chances for success will be 
vastly improved. We still feel, however, 
that the next president of the United 
States will ho William McKinley. From 
the point of view of an outsider there 
would appear to be some risk attending 
a change of administration at the present 
time. The United States stands commit- 
ted to a line of policy, which cannot bo 
much departed from without risk. Cuba, 
Porto Rico and the Philippines present 
problems that will nut be improved by 
experimenting with them. A settled line 
of action must be determined upon, and 
bo carried into execution, no matter how 
much it may apparently antagonize what 
are claimed to be the essential features 
of the United States system. Take 
Porto Rico, for example. In this new 
possession of- the United States the 
President appoints the governor, the 
executive council, the upper branch of 
the legislature and the judges. He has 
an absolute veto on all legislation, the 
absolute control of all franchises, and 
the people are not consulted on the ques- 
tion of taxation. The latter have the 
right to elect the members of the lower 
legislative ibody, but its powers arc so 
slight: that this concession is only a 
mockery- of representative institutions. 
This is very much like the government of 
what wo call a Crown Colony, but what 
else can he suggested? It ifi idle to talk 
of applying to such a population as that 
of Porto Rico the principles of represent- 
ative government, even to the extent al- 
lowed in the territories of the United 
States, while to make of the island a 
self-governing community would be a 
piece of absolute foolhardiness. If 
Bryan were in power to-morrow lie would 
have to follow much the same course in 
this respect as McKinley has pursued. 
He might change a few things, but it is 
plain to every impartial observer that for 
years to come Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines must be governed, to a very large 
extent, from Washington. Cuba presents 
another class of problems, because Cuba 
noes not belong to the United States. 
Nevertheless, the United States, having 
forced Spain to abandon Cuba, is respon 
sible for the good government of the is 
land, and the responsibility cannot bo 
shirked without serious consequences. It 
is for such reasons as the above that we 
deciino to think the majority of the peo- 
ple of the United States will decide to ex- 
change the policy of the Republican 
party, which so far has worked very well, 
for the experiments of the Democrats, 
and at the forthcoming presidential elec- 
tion, the great issue will lie the govern- 
ment of the newly acquired possessions 
of tiie United States.

a high place in the estimation of man- 
kind. For example, if it had not been 
for the Crusades there would never 
have been an English-speaking republic 
in America or anywhere else to preserve. 
Moreover, it is not absolutely certain 
that the world at large would not have 
been just as well off if there were two 
English-speaking republics in America, 
instead of one. 

We have good reason for thinking that 
it has not yet been decided at Ottawa* 
when to bring on the general elections. 
Word has gone out to the Liberal party 
to he ready, but we do not think any 
final decision has been reached. The 
government is doubtless halting for 
reasons other than those that are parti- 
san. The census must be taken next 
year, and after the census will come re- 
distribution of seats between the prov- 
inces. If a plan could be devised for 
announcing the population returns in 
time for a redistribution bill to be passed 
during the lifetime of the present parlia- 
ment, it would he a good plan to adopt 
it, and so do away with the need of a 
dissolution of parliament within a short 
time after the census. We do not know 
that the government is considering this 
iiintter, but think it might do so with 
very great advantage. Wo believe Brit- 
ish Columbia will be found to be entitled 
to one or two more representatives 
after the census, and would very much 
like to have them.

Rush Down the Yukon Com 
menced a Few Days 
Previously. 



The steamer Cottage City, which ar- 
rived at the outer wharf from Alaskan 
ports curly yesterday morning, did not 
bring the crowd of Klondikers that 
many expected to see come by her, nor 
is it expected thai the now due Princess 
Louise, which was passed toy the Cotta 
City near Bella Bella, will bring any 
Dawsoniaus. The next downward 
steamer, though, will no doubt briug a 
number, for, just prior to the sailing of 
the Cottage City from Skagway, 
May 31, mows was received there that 
the steamer Nora, of the Klondike Cor- 
poration, had succeeded in reaching Ben- 
nett, after cutting her way through the 
remaining ice, with the passengers of the 
river steamer Flora, of the same line — 
the first vessel to come up the river from 
Dawson with passengers. They were 
coming over to Skagway, these pioneers 
of the outward trek of this spring, bring- 
ing in their valiseo and dunnage bags, 
tile first gold of fTiis year's output. More 
were expected to follow them shortly, for 
the Ora was reported to have arrived at 
Le Barge from Dawson with another 
crowd, and other vessels were close be- 
hind her. Then, too, the lakes were 
opening fast. Telegrams from the police 
at Cariliou to Skagway on May 30 re- 
port eel that Marsh lake was open in many 
places. Lake Tagish was open and scows 
were passing Caribou Crossing. The 
water was low though. 

The outcoining Klondikers will proba- 
bly bring news of a series of shouting 
and stabbing affrays which occurred at 
Dawson during May, according to tele- 
graphic advices. The output is placed at 
SL'.i.Otm.OOO. The largest nugget found 
thi.s spring was picked up on Gold Hill, 
weighing 77 ounces, valued at $1,S00. 
The investigations of the charge pro- 
ferriMl against Gold Commissioner Senk- 
ler 'were scheduled' for 1 Saturday last. 
Dawsouiuns subscribed eight thousand 
dollars for the Ottawa lire sufferers. 

The first steamer to 'leave Bennett with 
passengers for Dawson was the Gleaner, 
of the John Irving Navigation Company. 
She sailed on May Ml. with a large 
crowd of passengers, who will connect 
with the river steamer Flora at White 
Horse for Dawson . The passengers on 
this steamer included a number bound 
to Dawson and Koyokuk. 

Bennct has, or had on the last days of 
May, a very busy appearance. The wat- 
erfront was lined with scows, some com- 
pleted and loaded, others in the course 
of construction. The stampede to the 
interior began op May 28. Then many 
left in batteaux and scows, and somo 
went by steamer to Caribou OroBBing, 
proceeding thence over the railway ex- 
tension as far as completed. For severaj 
days crowds went down this way. It 
was not until the Greaner sailed that 
the journey by steamer began. A 
number of the travellers are for 
Nome and Koyukuk. 

The first steamer to go out from Ben- 
nett this year was the Alpha, but she 
only made a short distance. The Aus- 
tralian was the first steamer to make the 
voyage to Caribou. She sailed on May 
27 with a cargo of rails for the railway. 
On her return trip she brought passen- 
gers, including 0. D. Newton, who has 
already reached here, and ,T. B. Jones, 
of this city. They were from Atlin. be- 
ing obliged to make the circuitous route 
via the telegraph trail to Tagish. ow- 
ing to the 'unsafe condition of (he ice on 
the Atlin lake. 

Mr. Jones, in a letter, says that among 
the largest investors in Atlin are Messrs. 
Bracked and Gibson, who have large in- 
terests on Willow creek. Over fifty men 
are employed by them. He expects that 
the Atlin olean-up will be "away up." 

Capt. John Irving nnd C. W. D. Clif- 
ford were still electioneering at Bennett. 
They were awaiting the breaking up of 
tile ice to go in to Atlin. Quartz pro- 
perty has recently taken a 1 in in Atlin, 

and several ledges and claims have al- 
ready been bonded for large sums. 

The Alaskan Democrats met at Juneau 
on May 28. and there they elected dele- 
gates and declared for Bryan. They also 
liassed pro-Boer and anti-Canadian reso- 
lutions. They denounced the growth of 
monopolistic trusts, the Gage financial 
bill, imperialism, etc. The platform fur- 
ther denounces the "unwarranted favor- 
itism towards the shipping and commer- 
cial interests of Canada, to the great in- 
jury of Pacific Coast interests and the 
utter ruin of the Alaskan trade with the 
interior, and believes that the treasury 
regulations which provide for (ho bond- 
ing of Canadian goods through Alaska 
should immediately he rescinded." 

There were 59 present, nnd of theso 
but three dissented from the pro-Boer re- 
solution. One, J. IT. Cobb, presented a 
minority report, asking that it be elimin- 
ated. Then there was n flood of oratory. 
Mr. Cobb contended that England was 
The only friend the United States had in 
Europe, and thev could not afford to 
slap her face. Others spoke long and 
loud for the Boors, and the resolution 
carried. 

Stonmcr Newport arrived at Sitka offi 
June 1, with passengers from the west- 
ward. She brought news confirming the 
reported rich finds of ruby sand on the 
beaches of Bristol bay. The news was 
given in letters received at Sitka by tho 
steamer. Several passengers from Unga, 
who arrived here iby the Cottage City, 
had not, however, heard of tho reported 
finds there. 

The Cottage Citv had 50 passengers, 
inehidicg Mr. Heid and W. D. Grant, 
delegates from Juneau nnd Wrangel_ re- 
spectively, to the Republican convention, 
soon to 'be held. Three passengers left 
the vessel here. Tho trip was a rough 
one throughout. .1

Meeting at Royal Oak Pleased 
With His Eloquent 
Addresses. 



Necessity 
Broad 



He Points Out the 
for Careful Yet 
Policy. 

1-vrr;. — 

The school honso at the Royal Oak 
was crowded last night at the call of 
Mr. D. M. Eberts, the opposition candi- 
date for South Victoria. Both parties 
turned out in fair strength, but while 
Mr. Eberta in a two hours' speech ably 
presented his own position, both in the 
past und at the present time, the govern- 
ment was not represented. Mr. Sang- 
6ter was present, but neither by his own 
voice nor by that of his friends— except- 
ing, of course, the few remarks of Mr. 
Ilobert Porter, his old employer— was 
any stand taken in the defence of Pre- 
mier Martin or his candidate in the 
riding of South Victoria. 

Mr. Ohoplin took the chair, filling that 
honorable position with great credit. 
After inviting Mr. Sangster to a chair 
about the schoolmaster's desk, he intro- 
duced the old representative of the rid- 
ing, Mr. D. M. Eberts. 

Mr. Eberts in beginning his speech re- 
ferred to the pleasure it afforded him to 
address the electorate of his riding again. 
He had come to give them some of the 
reasons that appealed to him as sufficient 
to prevent the return of Mr. Martin to 
power. Amongst these stood first the 
alien law. This excluded all but British- 
subjects from participation in the 
placer mining in this province. So had 
had this act been in its results in Atlin 
aad tip on the Cariboo road that the 
Premier had now no chance of getting a, 
candidate returned north of the Eraser. 
(Applause.) And not only did this act 
so grievously affect all aliens, but even 
the English mining companies were most 
prejudicially affected. Great loss had 
resulted to the province, so much so that 
the government, in spite of their defence 
of it in the debate upon the Queen's 
speech, were soon afterwards ready to 
consent to its repeal or amendment. But 
to do this they had no chance, for in 
due time the act was disallowed as being 
unconstitutional, and so became null and 
void. (Applause.) 

Again, the Hon. Mr. Martin said a 
great deal about the question of Asiatic 
labor. Here all had common cause. 
Everyone wanted to make this a white 
man's country. But the Premier was 
wilfully trying to hoodwink the public- 
over what was called the Labor Regula- 
tion Act. This had been passed by the 
Turner government, and it had aimed to 
keep both Chinese and Japanese from 
being employed on pnblic works. Mr, 
Martin was to-day crying that he would 
re-enact it again and again. 

A Voice — And that's right, too. 

Mr. Eberts— It may be right for an 
American, but it is not all right for an 
Englishman. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Eberts then traversed the treaty 
between England mid Japan, and 
showed that by a policy of re-enactment 
this province would be exposing itself to 
the charge of disloyalty to the cause of 
the Empire, by passing an unfriendly 
act to one of the Empire's allies. Again, 
when the Deane-Helgesen motion came 
up, advocating the increase of the tax 
to $500, Mr. Martin showed his incon- 
sistency by opposing it by voice and 
vote. So much for the unthinking con- 
sistency of the Premier. 

England, too, was not unthinking of 
the interests of the province, for in the 
same despatch that disallowed our net, 
the suggestion was coupled that the pro- 
visions of the Natal Act might perhaps 
meet all the needs of the situation. 

In so far as the eight-hour law is con- 
cerned, all were about agreed that a 
day's wages should be paid for eight 
hours of work in a metalliferous mine. 
But Mr. Martin went further and would 
not allow the miner to work a minute 
longer, under puiu of a fine for every 
occasion. He would take away from 
the man the right to earn as much as 
he could. When the matter came up 
in the mining committee, even Mr. 
Ralph Smith was of the opinion that it 
was not the proper time to legislate upon 
this matter. However, it was the price 
of Mr. Hume's re-election, and even then 
it was sneaked into the bill and carried 
through by underhand ways. An a re- 
sult came all the troubles in the Slocan 
country and all that loss of millions of 
dollars to this country. And not only 
that, but it stopped the flow of British 
capital, which was so needed for the de- 
velopment of the mines of this country. 

As to the railway policy, he had under- 
stood that Mr. Sangster supported Mr. 
Martin in his scheme. This air line 



from the Coast to Kootenay would be 
at least 000 miles long, and it would cost 
at least ?30,OCK)"per mile. This line, 
however, was to' take the grain and but- 
ter and vegetables of Saauich to the 
Kootenay miners. Mr. Martin had two 
planks on his platform, and he knew 
that both were impossible. The road 
would cost the province ?7ti0,000 a year, 
over half of the whole revenue of this 
province, and where would that money 
come from? But from one place, ns 
time and time before he had told the 
people, even at Mr. Martin's own meet- 
ings, and that place was the farm. 
Since 1872 the municipalities had had 
the taxes upon real property for them- 
selves, and the taxes of the rest of the 
province had gone to the province. And 
so the added tax must fall upon the 
farmers without the organized munici- 
palities.

Government Candidates Address a Large 
Audience in Johns Bros. Hall. 

The meeting of the government can- 
didates in JoliiLs Bros.' hall last night 
was well attended, and the speakers oue 
and all received a very patient bearing. 
The Premier was nut present, but the 
turee others of the quartette, Messrs. 
Yates, Beckwith and Brown, together 
with Aid. Brydoa, addressed those pres- 
ent. Mr. Brown, who was the last to 
take the platform, made the speech of 
the evening— a very manly and somewhat 
interesting address, but he put his foot 
in it very seriously when, in a Uight of 
oratory, he depicted the totally unpro- 
tected state in which the- port of Vic- 
toria was against the introduction of 
bubonic plague from San Francisco. 
Mr. It. Seabrook, who happened to he 
in the audience, promptly called the 
speaker down and pointed out the fact 
that no Chinese could leave the latter 
city by the Coast steamers, the San 
Francisco authorities preventing it; be- 
sides which the federal authorities would 
not grant a clean bill of health to such 
a vessel. Mr. Brown saw his mistake, 
but bis misstatement of facts marred the 
effect of bis appeal. 

Hon. Mr. Yates, as usual, took up 
considerable good time in reading reports 
from country papers, ami took occasion 
to rebuke by name "the penny-a-line" of 
the Colonist for alleged attempts at fa- 
cetitousneas with regard to "frosts" and 
"growing peanuts." But another some- 
what amusing break made by the honor- 
able gentleman was when be, perhaps 
unconsciously, admitted that he himself 
had been loud in his condemnation of 
his now colleague, Mr. Joseph Martin, 
up to the time that the latter "tool; him 
in."

Walter U. Kurtz, formerly of Vic- 
toria, and Norman It. Smith, the mineral 
surveyor of Cape Nome, arrived at 
Seattle on Saturday by the steamer 
Bertha, bringing news from the far-awuy 
district to March 10. They made the 
trip out in 2S days. 

Mr. Kurtz reports that about twelve 
miles of beach claims were being worked 
when he left. He expected the yield 
during the coming summer to amount to 
millions of dollars. About -100 miners 
worked on the bench, of which 15 per 
cent, worked continuously, the others 
only as they pleased. On March 10, the 
date the men left Nome, there were be- 
tween 1,700 and 2, (MM) miners at work on 
the beach. 

Regarding the general conditions in 
Nome itself, Mr. Smith reports that 
since the latest advices received on the 
outside there have been no outbreaks, 
lawlessness or crime, further than whut 
would naturally result with gambling 
and its various associate evils going on. 
The city government is fully competent 
to handle the crowd of roughs, who, 
with n lax of system of protection, might 
have developed a siege of terror and 
crime. 

" People on the outside can hardly 
realize the extent of or the richness of 
the valleys, bench, tundra and mountains 
included in what is generally known u 
the Nome district. In the tirst place th 
area of the country in which rich strike 
have been made extends 70 miles back 
from the beach at Nome, and how much 
further is only guess work at present, 
and for 270 miles east and west. Gold 
has been found in hundreds of creeks 
prospected this spring northward clear 
to Cape Prince of Wales. Fully 11,000 
men spoilt the entire winter in prospect 
ing and locating claims. 

"A rich strike on Ungalaltolik, going 
80 cents to the pan, was reported in 
February. This is east of the Norton 
Bay country. Tin? two creeks which 
have been opened so as to give u fair 
idea of their real character are Bryant 
and McKinley, between Golofnin Bay 
and Norton Bay. It is said and be- 
lieved to be a conservative enough esti- 
mate that these creeks will prove to be 
the richest properties in the whole dis 
trict. Other rich strikes and locations 
have been made in the Anaconda dis 
trict. 

" Rich old Russian workings have 
been found in the Golden Gate district. 
A Russian started the excitement. His 
name was Joe Schleschick. It was re 
ported that from all appearances at some 
former period the discovery had been 
worked by Russian prdspectors. At 
least the indications were that such was 
the case. The ground is said to be very 
rich. It is thought that there are num- 
bers of these old Russian diggings in 
the country, which have been deserted 
for some reason or other, and that when 
they are found they will prove to be 
very rich. It is well known that Rus- 
sian prospectors were in the country 
years and years ago, anil that consider- 
able gold was taken out, but in the 
coarse of time they either died off or 
left and made their way back to their 
homes, and the locations of the diggings 
eventually disappeared, 

" Rich quartz has been found on the 
Kusrikue. I have brought some of th« 
samples out with me, and they assay 
ijiSOO to the ton. The Kusrikue .'is a 
tributary of the Ammain river, flowing 
into Graneley Harbor, in the Port Clar- 
ence district. 

" Port Safety promises to become one 
of the biggest little towns in the coun- 
try, .lust lief ore I left lots in the town 
were selling for $2,000. and iu good de- 
mand lit that. Everything is booming, 
and the prospect of a railway to Nome 
pleases everybody. It is conceded that 
Port Safety will soon be. the salt water 
entrance into the Cape Nome country. 

" Lust year there was an inconceivable 
amount of goods lost ' or' destroyed 
through lightering it ashore to' the beach 
at Nome. At' the best it is a tiresome 
and costly job. Of course, the most of 
the stuff this year will have to he light- 
ered to Ehoro from the vessels out in the 
bay, but just ns soon as the tracks of the 
railroad are down and the rolling stock 
in running order there will bo no more of 
it. ' ' Then wharves will be erected at 
Port Safety and goods loaded direct 'from 
the steamer to the cays alongside. The 
survey for this railroad has been com- 
pleted, and as I understand that the 
material has already been shipped from 
Seattle, work will , undoubtedly com- 
mence' at once, as soon as the 1 material 
call bo taken ashore. 

"Lumber when I left Nome -was , sell- 
ing at If. 000 a thousand, and even at 
those- figures there was a great demand 
for the article. There is no doubt but 
that prices will be greatly reduced as 
soon as the many cargoes now on the 
way up arrive, but still the shippers will 
undoubtedly realize, handsome profits on 
their venture's. 

'• Rich quartz strikes have been mnde 
all the way from Norton Bay to Cap 
Prince of Wales. On both sides of tie, 
mountains, ledges carrying rich metal 
have been : found. Until the various 
locations are more fully opened up this 
summer there is hardly any use of tell- 
ing much about them, but there is no 
question but that the future Of. the 
Nome district has an excellent backing 
in its quartz deposits."
